of his Children at Lozdez, declaring, 1. His earnef# 
deſire to ſee His Princely 1jjue. 2, That they might tee 
ſpeeatly ſent down unto Him, 3. That it mould bring 
great contentment to His Majeſty. And 4. That His 
Majefty deſired: His Excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
| ſpeedily to ſend to the Parliament , to acquaint them 
theremith, 
Whereupon his Excellency immediatly diſpatched 
a Letter to the Houſe of Commons,a Copy whereof 
tolloweth : 
My, Speaker, 
Was ſent unto the King on Fryday laſt , to deftre 
[the Parliament to give way to hum to ſee his Chil- 
dren ;;And thatthey might tor that purpoſe be ſent to: 
him,If Imay be bold humbly to offer my opinion,. I 
think :the allowance of ſuch a thing may be wxchout 
the leaſt prejudice to the Kingdom, and yet gain more 
npon his Ma j.then denying at ; and if it be im the pray- 
ers of every good man, that his heart may: be gained, 
the performance of ſuch civiluies to hum is very futa- 
ble to thoſe delires, and will hear well with all men, 
 wholif rhey can imagine it to be their own caſe) can- 
hot but be torry, if his Maj. naturall affe&tion to His 
Children,in ſo ſmall a thing ſhould not be complyed 
with;and if any queſtion ſhould be concerning tha al- 
{urance of their return,l ſhall ingage for their return 
within what rime the Parliament ſhall limit,

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| "[Upofithis occation;give me leave,I beſeech yon; "ts = - - 
 eakenotice of ſome reports ſpread abroad , as if my 
felfe, . and the Officers of the Army were upon ſome 
under hand contract, or bargain with the King 3 and 
front thence oceaſion 15 taken to-ſlander our: integri- 
ties, and endeavour a mitunderftanding betwixrt the 
Parliament and their Army, the fidelity of which ro 
the Parliament and Kingdom, and their affeion ro 
it,are the great objects of many mens Envies, becauſe 
they, ſee nothing ſo likely to ſecrtle Right andFreedom 
with Truth and Peace to Us and Poſterity,and to hin- 
der tneir Deſignes againſt the ſame, as an harmony or 
good accord berween the Parl. and Army, which 1s 
the joy of good men, and it ſhall be our ſtndy to prc- 
ferve again{Fall Deſigns and Deſigners to the contre- 
ry. To prevent therefore all muſunderſtandings of 
that kind, I rhoughr with all clearnefle to declare unto | 
your, Thar we have done nothing, nor ſhall doc any 
thing, which we deſire to hide from yor or the world 
or ſhall not avow to the faces of our greateſt Adver- 
ſfaries.Our Defires concerning a juſt conſideration or 
ſettlement of the Kings Rights ( his Majeſty firſt gi- 
ving his concurrence to ſettle and fecure the Righes 
and Liberties of the Kingdome) we have alreaay pub- 
likely declared in our Repreſentation and Remon- 
trance. Since the firſt of thoſe Papers ſent unto rhe 
Parl. there have been ſeverall Offtters of the Army 
upon ſeveral occaſions ſentto his Majeſty, the firſt to 
preſent to-him a Copy of the Repreſentation, and at- 
ter that ſome orhers ro tender him a Copy of the Re- . 
monſtrance; upon both which, the Officers ſent were 
appointed to cleat the {ence and intention of any thing 
ww either Paper, whercupon his Maj. nughr make any 
. queſtion | 
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queſtion. Since then, there have alſo been fome Offi: 
cers at ſeverall rimes {ent to his Majeſty about His 
remove from Hatfeldo diſſwade (if poſſibly) trom 
Windſor,or any place 10 neare Loxdoy, to ſome place 
of turther diſtance,anſwerable to what we had deſt- 
red of the Parliament. | 
In all which addreſſes to his Majeſty, We care not 


who knowes what hath bin ſaid,or done ; for as We 


have nothing to bergain tor or aske, either txom His 
Majeſty or the Parl.tor advantage to our ſelves, or a- 
ny parucular party or intereſt ot our own, 10 inall 
thoſe addreffes to ki, Majeſty, we have utterly diſ- 
claimed and diſavowed any ſuch thing, Bur the onely 
intent and cffc& of thoſe our addreſſes hath beene, to 
deſire his Maj.tree concurrence with the Parlament, 
tor cſtabliſhing and {ccuring the common Rights and 
Libertics,and {erling the Peace of the Kingdom ; and 
wo afſurc him, that (the Publique being 10 provided 
tor, wuh ſuch his Maj.concurrence) at 45 fully agree- 
able prnciples,and ſhould be deſirous and endevour, 
That (with andn ſuch ſerling of the Publique) the 
Rights of his Majeſties Royall Family ſhould be alfo 
provided tor, 1o as a laſting peace mizhr be ſerled in 
this Nauon. And that as we had publikely declared 
for thc tame in geacrall texmes, fo (it things came to 
a way of ſettlement we ſhould not be wanting(in our 
{pharas) to one that generall deſire, in any particu- 
(ars of naturall or civill right to his Maj. Perſon or 
Family,which mizht not prejudice,or again indanger 
the Pubtique : and in the mean time, that his Majetty 
ſhould find all perionall civilities and reſpects trom 
us,with all rca{oaable freedom that might ſtand with 
fatety , and wath the truſt or charge lying upon.us 
concerning his perſon, You 
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.. You have herethe utmoſt fum of what hath paſſed 
. from us to his Majeſty; and we could wiſh af men - 
did rightly underſtand(without miſrepreſentation) e- | 
very particular wherein ' (as we know nothing not a- 
greeable ro Reaſon, Juſtice, Honeſty or Conſcience,ſo 
we thought our ſelves concerned the rather to ſay & 
do,as we have towards his Majeſty fince he came 
within our quarters, becauſe of thoſe common. Pre 
judices ſuggeſted againſt us, as if we wete utter Ene- 
mies to Monarchy, and all civill Order of. Govern- 
MENT, | 
And for that particular of the Duke of Richmond, 
and the two Chaplaines lately permitted to attend his 
Majeſty, it was not done without much relu&tancy, 
becaule therein we doubted we might be miſunder- 
ſtood by the Kingdoms beſt friends. | 
Bur apon his Majefties continuing import.mnity for it (as 
a thing very vear]y conceri-ing his inward & outward con- 
rentmcnt;. and conceiving thoſeperfons ſuci(as we hoped) 
- wcnldnot doe ill Offices ro prejudice the Peace ofthe king»
